"Mr. Baifour was such a good manl" . TTia 
father and mother had been temperance 
lecturers. He 'was a leader in church af- 
fairs, and looked with the strongest disap- 
provals upon theaters, music Tifills, cards, 
dancing, aud all such worldly things. 


He was, moreover, a member of the 


house of commons, -where he was one of 
the most enthusiastic followers of Mr.

The soup will be improved 
by the addition of a few thin slices of on- 
ion, some chopped herbs and a piece of ba- 
con or knuckle bono of a well smoked 
bam. This should be removed when the 
peas, etc., are made Into puree, and, of 
lourse, need not bo put in.

HOW TO KEEP GOOD HEALTH 


Tliore are Two KulsB to be Observed In 


Denllng ^Vltli Persona Who Have Fainted 
—Sunbeams iu tlio House—Ifor Klien- 
matlc 1'aiTis. 
A lecture on the subject of fainting or 


insensibility finys the^o ore two rules to bo 
observed in dcaling'vJfth persons who havo 
fainted. The first :md tho more important 
is never to give anything to drink until 
tho patient recovers somo degree of con- 
sciousness. 


It is .a very general idea when any one 


faints that tho best thing to do is to try 
to pour brandy clown their thronts. 
This, 


is very unsafe, us, if tho patient is Insensi- 
ble nnd has no control over muscular 
movements, tho liquid might got into tho 
windpipo, thenco Into tho lungs and cause 
suffocation, 


Tlie second rule is to make tho patient, 


comfortable, to preserve warmth and avoid 
drenching with cold water. If water is ap- 
plied to tho face at all, it is better to uso a 
soaked handkerchief wrung out very tight- 
ly, for not n drop should be allowed to 
trickle down on to tho neck. 


Tho primary cause oC fainting is tha 


failure of tho blood to reach tho brain. 
Tho patient should, therefore, be stretched 
flat, with tho head rather lower than tho 
heart. This will cause tho blood to flow 
back. Thero arc many things that produce 
fainting, such ns bad air, any sudden emo- 
tion like fear or even joy and unpleasant 
sights. HdlE a teaspoonful of sal volatile 
in is, little wn,tcr is a good restorative. 
In- 


sensibility is also caused by flts, which are 
often mistaken for intoxication. Tho 
symptoms are so similar that it is next to 
impossible to BOO tho difference at first, and 
an insensible person should always have 
tho benefit of the doubt. 


Besides giving the patient air, it is nec- 


essary to watch the, respiration and see if 
the position is snob, that breathing is really 
possible, because if the head is too back- 
ward or lilted too forward tho breathing 
organs cannot havo proper play. The feet 
must bo kept warm with hot water bottles, 
and, if faintncss arises from concussion of 
the brain, thero should bo cold applications 
to tho head. 


In dealing witli epileptic patients who 


aro quito insensible during tho fib, it ig 
bettor not to restrain tho convulsivo move- 
ments, except so far as to prevent injury. 
To " save tho tongue from being bitten, u 
cork might be placed between tho teeth or 
a teaspoon wrapped up in a handkerchief. 


A patient in n fit of hysteria never in- 


flicts any injury on himself, and this is 
one means of distinguishing hysteria. The 
bestr"treatment is to leave the patient quito 
alone. 


Sunbeams In tho House. 


A sunbeam is n small thing, 3rct it hag a 


power to fado tho carpets and curtains, to 
rot tho blinds, nnd for this reason somo 
folks carefully exclude the sunshine. What 
is the result? The family is always ailing, 
the young girls have a waxen, white skin 
and a weary, pinched expression of coun- 
tenance. Their appetites fail, they fall 
Into such a bad stato of health that tho 
doctor is called in. In olden days ho would 
havo shaken his head perhaps, and friends 
would have whispered that dreaded word 
"Decline!" Nowadays ho notes the palo 
esgums and waxen skin and suys, '' Anoe- 
mio," prescribes iron and milk, fresh ah 
and exercise and often a change. If he 
knows nothing about tho darkened rooms, 
ho will bo puzzled as to why no permanent 
improvement manifests itself, and possibly 
the patient will seek other advice, remarks 
a medical journal.

of tne Deadlock.

VERY COURTEOUSLY. 


Republican.^ Criticized foi Refusing to 


Do Business. 


Mayor Courtney mot with 
a very 


co.urleous reception in Boston yesterday 
when he waited upon Chief Justice Field, 
to leam what prospect, if any,' there is of 
an early settlement of the "Quo Warran. 
to" case. 
: 


The Chief Justice wus pleased to have 


our Chief Executive cull and when the 
latter ventured the opinion that possibly 
he might be doing something improper in 
euEing, ha was assured by Chief Justice 
Field that his action was perfectly proper. 


This pleasant exchange served to intro- 


duce tho main question and Mayor Court- 
ney after explaining the object of his visit 
related-to the Chief -Justice, the ,| unfor- 
tunate condition of affairs in this city, due 
.o the refusal of the common council to 
iransact municipal business. He also told 
of the proposition o£ the democrats at a" 
conference to elect a temporary president 
and go into meeting and do business. Thlo 
the republicans refused to do sand raised 
some question as to tha legality of such 
action. 
"Under the statutes," said tbe Chief 
Justice, "such action Is perfectly legal and. 
I presume your ordinances have no pro- 
vision to the contrary." 


Continufng, lie said, '.'I.am sorry that 


there has been such delay in rendering a 
decision. But you know this is an entire- 
ly new case,and involves many fine points, 
upon which we will be obliged to pass. 
Our decision will stand as a precedent,and 
so we. must well consider the issues and 
various phases of the case before taking 
any decided stand. The court will meet 
again May 21, and I hope. by that time, 
sonio decision will be arrived at. Of course 
I am not certain that there will he, but it 
maybe that a majority will have agreed 
by that time. 


Chief Justice Field was at a loss to un-" 


derstand why th'a common council could 
not get together and do business. 


SnlllTan Should be Recoeaizea. 


In refusing to do so ha believed the 


councilman are shirking their duty. They 
should recognize Sullivan as president of 
;he common council till tha courts decide 
that he Is not president. 


Party politics should be dropped and the 


city's'business attended to. . The interests 
of-the-people should be considered before 
that of any party. 
' •. 


The chief Justice then said that a similar 


case arcs* some tune ago but the courts 
did not act upon it because it would take 
about a year to decide It and by that tune 
the term of office of tha parson in question 
would have run out. 


Before Mayor Courtney took his leava 


Chief Justice Field expressed his surprise 
and regret that the councilman did not 
realize their imperative obligation to do 
the city's business. Suppose the election 
of the governor was questionad what 
would follow? 
Would the Interests of 
this great commonwealth be utterly neg- 
lected for political reasons pending the 
settlement of the'dispute? The governor 
In such a caso would be legally recognized 
in his official capacity until the paint at 
issue was decided by the proper authority.. 
In regard to the office of president of the 
common council the law is the same and 
the councilman who refuse to recognize 
Mr. Sullivan as president make a grievous 
blunder. 


Such recognition pending the decision 


of the quo warranto proceedings would 
not strengthen Mr. Sullivan's claim to the 
office. 
C Mayor. Courtney enumerated the various 
propositions made by the democrats in or- 
der to induca tho.republicans to do busi- 
ness and the Chief Justice could not under- 
stand why men elected by the people 
would show such remiasnoss in utterly ig- 
noring tie purposes for which they were 
elected.'' 
Mayor Courtney came away with the 


hope that a decision will be rendered ou 
the 21st instant and that his mission 
migh'; eventually bear good fruit.

Stole a Total of Thirty Mil- 


lion Dollars 


MOSTLY FROM POOR WIDOWS 


AND ORPHANS. 


The Most Noted Swindler Now in Ex- 


istence.

Not since the bursting of the South Sea 


Bubble has there beon a financial scheme 
so widely ruinous to confiding investors 
as the operations of Jabez BOjifour, the 
roan jnst brought back to England. The 
losers through tho oollopse of his com- 
panies were literally to bo numbered by 
hundreds 
of thousands. 
These were 


largely the people who could least afford 
to lose — vrid'jvrs and orphans and aged peo- 
ple of small means, • 
They had been induced to invest because 


"Mr. Balfour was such a good man I" His 
father and mother had been temperance 
lecturers. He was a leader in church af- 
fairs, and looked with the strongest disap- 
provals upon theaters, music halls, cards, 
dancing, and all such -worldly things. 


He -was, moreover, a member of the 


house of commons, where he was one of 
the most enthusiastic followers of Mr. 
Gladstone, one of tho stanchest champions 
of home rule and one of the sternest re- 
provers of the house of lords for its plutoc- 
racy and its contempt for the common 
people. Strange as It may appear, he laid 
the foundations of his colossal scheme upon 
the ruins of various similar schemes that 
had endsd in disaster— to their confiding 
stockholders. 


History of <<Tlio Ubcratar." 


The Liberator, his chief concern, was 


built upon th'e nllnB of the ^Jliance Na- 
tional Land, Bnflb-tag and Investment so- 
ciety, &nd ihe Estates' bank and a number 
of other otmcerns known as the Alliance 
gronp. Having jirevloasly had some ex- 
perience In the office of a firm of parlia- 
mentary agents, he came modestly before 
the world In 1KT7 as the virtual founder of 
the Lands Allotment company, from 
which seren months later was developed 
the Liberator Building society. 


The basis of- the1 organization was 


pressed In its Latin motto, "Libern scdes 
liberum facit" — a free home makes o free 


. man. Its name vvas a success ; hundreds 


of Congregationalisms were attracted by its 
prospectus, and an appeal was made to 
Nonconformist ministers and others con- 
nected with temperance and religions so- 
cieties all over tne land to promote its 
beneficent objects. In the first year they 
received 1 per cent commission on tha 
sliares and deposits, and subsequently J* 
per cent, and In the end a round sum o; 
$705,000 was paid In this way. 


In 1875 another association was hatched 


the "Lands Allotment company," -with 
practically the same directorate and Jabez 
Spencer Balfour as the controlling genius. 
The relations between these were esten 
sire and peculiar; In five years the Lib- 
erator had financed the other two to the 
extent of £960,000; its shareholders and de- 
positors knew little, if anything, of the 
state of affairs, whilo, according to the ex 
aminarion In the bankruptcy court, its 
leading directors and officials were equally 
innocent of all knowledge — the one thing 
in whlcu they all agreed being impllcii 
and unlimited confidence in "Mr. Bal 
four." 


TTnsiirpBAsed Kecklessnesj. 


From this period onward there was a 


legnlar succession of .new companies ; the 
secret of Balfonrian finance was: "When 
in difficulty start a now company." In 
most of these concerns there was n regu- 
larly paid dividend of 6 per cent to the 
shareholders and 4 per cent to depositors 
The recklessness of the financing was 
never surpassed. 


Balfour discovered a progressive builder 


at- Croydon named Hobbs, a man in a 
comparatively small waj- of business in 
1S7B. Such large amounts were advanced 
to Hobbs that in 1885, when he was prac- 
tically insolvent, he owed the Liberator 
tS. 500,000. Finally., when Hobbs fulled, his 
concern was indebted to the Liberator to 
the extent of ?10, 495,000. 


Apart from these transactions, "the Bal 


Jour group" were financing properties of a 
more or less speculative character all over 
•the country. All these involved scores o: 
thousands of pounds. 
Though disaster 


followed these concerns from first to last 
dividends -were always lound in ihe new 
subscriptions and deposits, and directors' 
remuneration never failed. 
Under tho 
latter head, Jabez Balfour and his col- 
leagues divided among them from tha 
seven leading companies a total of $893,770. 


The total amount of ruin brought upon 


Investors through the final crash aggre- 
gated 830,239,770, a colossal sum. But 
thero are other items which, if added, 
would bring it up to nearly or quite $35 - 
000,000. _ _

Hints For Honsecleanln|. 


Chintz, now so much in vbghe, does not 


respond very satisfactorily to homo clean- 
ing. . I t requires to be "calendered" to 
preserve the shiny gloss. : All 'one can do 
at homo is to take tho chintz down, shato 
off tho loose dust, brush it carefully with 
a soft long haired brush, then wipo it 
down with a clean flannel and rub it all 
over with dry bread crumb. Treated in 
this way, - curtains especially look almost 
as good as new. But for this cleaning to 
answer tho chintz should be kept well 
dusted wlillo in uso.

To clean a carpet, first have it well 


shaken, then tack it . down in a room 
•where it is to remain and sweep it as thor- 
oughly as possible. Take n pail of hot 
water, put in 2 tnhlcspoonf uls of powdered 
bornx; wash tho carpet all over the surface, 
using a flannel cloth.'

A lecture on the subject of fainting or 


Insensibility says the«o aro two rules to he 
observed in dealing vSth persons who have 
fainted. The first and the more important 
is never to give anything to drink1 until 
tho patient • recovers .some degree of .con- 
sciousness.

It is a very general idea when any one 


faints that tho best thing to do' is to try 
to pour brandy down their throats. This 
is vory unsafe^as, if tho patient is insensi- 
ble and has no control over muscular 
movements, tho liquid might get into the 
windpipe, thence into the lunga and cause 
suffocation.- 


Tho second rule is to make the patient 


comfortable, to preserve warmth aud avoid 
drenching with cold water. If water is ap- 
plied to the face at all, it is better to use a 
soaked handkerchief wrung outvery tight- 
ly, for hot a drop should be allowed to 
.trioklo down on to the neck. 


The primary causa ot" fainting is the 


failure of the blood to' reach the brain. 
The patient should, therefore, be stretched 
flat, with tho "head rather lower than fchd 
hea.rt. This will cause the blood to flow 
back. There are many things^that produce 
fainting, such as bad air, any sudden emo- 
tion like fear or evoh joy and unpleasant 
sights. 
:Half 'a teaspoonful of sol volatile 


in a little water is a good restorative. In- 
sensibility is also caused by fits, which are 
often mistaken for intoxication. The 
symptoms are so similar, that it is next to 
impossible to see the difference at first, and 
an insensible person should always have 
tho benefit of the doubt. 


Besides gl ving tho patient air, it is nec- 


essary to watch the respiration'and see if 
the position is such that breathin g is really- 
possible, because if the head is too back- 
ward or . tilted too forward tho breathing 
organs cannot have proper play. • The feet 
must be -kept warm with hot wator bottlesi, 
and, if faintness arises from concussion of 
the brain, there should be cold applications 
to tho head.

- In dealing with epileptic patients "who 
am quite insensible during the fit, • it is 
better not to restrain the convulsive move- 
ments, except so far as to prevent injury. 
To save the tongue from being bitten, a 
cork might be placed between the teeth or 
a teaspoon wrapped up in a handkerchief. 


A patient in a fit of hysteria never Jn- 


fllcts any injury on himself, and this is 
one means of distinguishing hysteria. The 
best treatment is to leave the patient quite 
alone.
